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THE BANKRUPTCY LAW S. 


SOME MISA PPREHENSIONS 
CORRECTED. 
The Executive Council of the Association of 
Chambers of Commerce of the Irish Free State 
t its monthly meeting reviewed the evidence 
which it was proposed to submit te the 
Bankruptcy Commission en the registration 
and enforcement of judgments, decrees, etc. 
and bad a Jong discussion on the question 
of publieity for Pistriet Court judgmenis, and 
decrees, and also upon the relative merits ol 
the present system of registration and 
* official registration of all Cireuit Court judg: 
ments and decrees.’ 
The secretary was directed to reier the 
question of the method of remunerating 
sherifis and their officers to the Chambers. 
Many business men are under the mis 
apprehension that the published lists oi 
registered judgments contain all the judg- 
ments obtained in the High Court. Such is 
not necessarily the case. There is no obliga- 
tion to register any judgment, but an un 
registered judgment is void ageinst the 
Official Assignee in Bankruptcy. 
Creditors, therefore, register their judg- 
ments in order to safeguard their owt posi- 
tion. Jf a creditor enforces an unreg:stered 
judgment through the Sherifi and the debtor 
becomes bankrupt the creditor will be com- 
pelled to bring back the money, lodge it with 
the Official Assignee in Bankruptcy, “and, take 
a composition on the amount in due course 
aloug with the bankrupt’s then cred:tors. 
AVOIDING PUBLICITY. 
Judgments exceeding £20 obtained in the 
Circuit Courts may be ‘registered under Section 
59 of the Courts of Justice Act, 1924, which 
reads as follows:—‘‘Any action im the Circuit 
Court may ba registered as a /is pendens 
w oo simular action in the High Court could 
5 present to be registered, and the judgment 
in any action for any sum exceeding £20, over 
and above costs, may be registered in the 
Central Office of the High Court im like 
juanner as actions and judgments of the High 
Court.”’ 
A Jarge number of judgments are settled 
without the intervention ef the Sherifi and 
within the 21 days allowed by the bankruptcy 
Statute for registration. Such procedure 
wbviates registration and the resultant 
publicity which is the safeguard of the com 
mercial community. 
The method of registering Cireuit Conrt 
judgments will become important in the event 
of legislation te enable Free State judgments 
to be enforced in Great Britain and Northern 
lreland. 
Under Part 2 of the (British) Admynystra 
tion of Justice Act, 1920, provision could he 
made for judgments of the Saorstat High 
Court to be registered in the High Court i” 
England or the Court of Sessions in Scotland. 
As the jurisdiction of the Cireuit Court in 
contract and tort extends to claims of £300.

Major-General Arthur Wauchope, C.B.. 
C.M.G., D.S.O., who has been appointed 
to succeed Major-General Ready, C.B., 
C.M.G., D.S.O., as General Officer in 
command of the Northern Ireland District 
of the Territorial Army, has had a dis- 
tinguished military career, and has been 
specially associated with the Black Watch. 

Born in 1874, the son of Mr. David 
Wauchope, of Edinburgh, he commenced 
his army career in 1393, when he was 
commissioned to the Argyll and Suther- 
land Highlanders. Three years later he 


| transferred to the Black Watch, and 


became captain in 1901, major in 1904, 
and colonel in 1912. 

During the South African War he 
served on the staff of the late Major- 
Yener..| Wauchope, who was in command 
Brigade, and he was 
severely wounded at Magersfontein. He 
then served as aide-de-camp to the 
Commander-in-Chief at the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

He served throvghout the European 
War, and again received promotion and 
several honours. In 1923 he was appointed 
Military Member of the Overseas Settle- 
ment Delegation to Australia and New 
Zealand, and in the following year became 
Chief of the British Section of the 
Military Inter-Allied Commission of 
Conirul at Berlin. 

Genera! Wauchope, who is an officer of 
the Legion of Honour, has been in com- 
mand of the 44th Home Counties Division 
of the Territorial Army since 1927.

TRIBUTE TO ATTENTION.

“I wish to 
record my deep feeling of gratitude,’’ said 
His Majesty. ‘‘to this hospital, which, at 
the time of my severe illness, provided me 
with so distinguished a surgeon as Sir 
Frederick Treves, with such an 
anesthetist as Dr. Hewitt, and with iwo 
such nurses as Nurse Haines ahd Nurse 
Tair, whose unceasing attention I cannot 
sufficiently praise.’’ 

The nurse who attended the Prince of 
Wales in an early iliness was virtually 
responsible for bringing out one of the 
most lovable traits in his character. The 
Prince had been impatient and inclined 
to protest at the restrictions imposed by 
illness. Thereupon the nurse told him of 
another boy she had attended who had no 
bed and nothing to amuse him, and who 
rested his head on a pillow of dirty, old 
newspapers. 

“TI did not know there were any sick 
boys like that,” said the Prince of Wales. 
“Without any toys! 1 will give him some 
of those I like best myself, and you will 
take them to him.” 

Perhaps, it is unfortunate that we do 
not know so much of the nurses of peace- 
time as we do of the nurses of war. The 
names of Florence Nightingale and Nurse 
Cavell are household words, but few people 
could mention two famous nurses of peace. 
For instance, there was no training for 
nurses at’ the London Hospital, which 
came to supply nurses to King Edward 
and King. George, until a Miss Luckes, 
who was Matron fifty years ago, volun- 
tarily started lectures in her hard-earned 
spare time. 

Edinburgh Royal Infirmary produced a 
great nurse in Mrs. Porter, who had 
acted as matron under Lister. It was 
suid of her that ‘‘everyone treated her 
with deference, and she kept surgeons and 
students in order.” This Mrs. Porter was

REFORMED SYSTEM, 


As we have seen, St. Thomas’s Hospital 
has provided one of the nurses for His 
Majesty, and it is worth noting that this 
hospital was the scene of the initial efforts 
of Florence Nightingale to reform the 
system of training. It remained, how- 
ever, to Queen Alexandra to give humane 
conditions of service and proper recogni- 
tion to the nurses of peace. From the 
day, during the South African War, when 
she effected her first reform—which was 
to secure reasonable vacations—she estab- 
lished a precedent, and the Royal Family 
have ever since given a lead in recognising 
the patient and skilful services of the 
nursing prefession in time of peace.

EARLY MORNING 
SCENES. 
HEAVY DAMAGE TO 
PROPERTY,

Damage to the extent oí several thousand 
pounds was. caused by a fire which broke 
out early yesterday morning in a large 
central block of buildings in High street, 
Belfast, and included the premises of Wool- 
worths, Jacksons, the True Form Boot Co., 
and Burtons. 

The fire ap 
of Messrs. 


rently originated in the café 
oolworth’s shop, and was. dis- 
covered shortly after 6 o'clock. The Fire 
Brigade was immediately summoned, and 
machines were soon on the spot from head- 
quarters and the four sub-stations in the city. 
iy this time the fire had a firm hold on the 
building, and the flames were shooting out 
through the upper windows and the roof. 

SHIPYARD MEN ON THE SCENE. 

Numerous lines of hose were trained upon 
the building from High stret, Cornmarket and 
Ann street, and for over an hour copious 
streams of water seemed to have little effect 
upon the raging furnace within. At eight 
o'clock, however, the firemen had the flares 
well under control. Several of the adjoining 
mremises suffered damage from fire and water, 
and the total loss will very heavy. 

In the early stages the glare of the fire 
could be seen for many miles, and thousands 
of shipyard and factory workers going to their 
employment were attracted to the scene. 
Sparks and flames shot into the air to a 
sreat height, and resembled a huge fireworks 
display. A large party of policemen kept the 
crowds away from the fire, and all tramear 
and other traffic in High street was suspended 
iora time. 

The firé did not spread to;the lower portion 
of Messrs. Woolworth’s premises, although 
the great quantities of articles in the shop 
for the Christmas trade were somewhat 
damaged by smoke and water. 

AN EARLY BANK LODGMENT. 

A caretaker was able to get the safe open, 
and he went in a taxicab to a bank close by, 
and deposited the large sum _ representing 
Saturday evening’s takings in the shop. 

The Fire Brigade worked splendidly, and 
the fact that they were able to master the 
fre so quickly probably saved the whole 
block of buildings in High street and 
Cornmarket. 


TIPPERARY TEACHERS’ 
GRIEVANCES. 


PLEA FOR RURAL BIAS IN 
EDUCATION. 

Speaking at the half-yearly meeting of the 
County Tipperary Teachers’ Association, held 
in Thurles, the Chairman (Mr. J. Slattery) 
said that the Free State Ministry of Educa- 
tion should formulate programmes that would 
give a rural: bias to education, and turn the 
attention of the youth towards the land. No 
one more needed to be a keen judge of i.is 
business than the farmer, and urJess he was 
equipped with a good solid education he 
could not be expected to compete satisfac- 
torily with other countries that specialised in 
agricultural matters in a progressive and 
scientific manner. 

Mr. Slattery added that the operation of 
the Compulsory School Attendance Act had 
produced generally satisfactory results; but 
some defects in it would have to be 
remedied. The education of pupils over 
fourteen vears of age should be continued in 
evening classes and night schools, where tech. 
nical and practical training would be 
provided.

CONTRACT GOES TO ENGLAND. 


An important contract for steel castings. 
requiréd by the Belfast Water Commis- 
sioners for some of their works .has been 
placed with an English firm, whose tender 
was £800 lower than the next lowest loca! 
price. This is to be regretted, as the 
Belfast iron-moulders have been very 
severely hit through lack of orders, and 
many people are of opinion that in the 
present depressed state of trade an effort 
might have been made to arrive at some 
kind of compromise in the matter. Accord- 
ing to Mr. William Courtney, who suc- 
gested that the work ought. to be kept in 
Belfast, this particular contract had been 
laced in the city for the past thirty or 
orty years, and, as many of the articles 
are often needed in a hurry, it is im- 
portant to have a contractor at home. 
Some thoughts of economy seemed to be 
influencing several members, but the sum 
mentioned is a trifle, compared with the 
vast sums expended in experimenting in 
the Silent Valley. The Ministry of 
Labour is Opposed to official contracts 
being given to firms south of the border, 
but there is no restriction to sending 
them across the Channel. Of course, the 
principle of accepting the lowest tender is 
quite correct, generally speaking; hut ex- 
ceptions may arise, and in this imstance 
the taking of a number of men off the

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Changes in Cities, 

Let a man take a walk in outskirts 
of Dublin which he has not visited 
in recent years, and he will be 
astonished by the transformation that 
has blotted out familiar scenes. Where 
he expects to find. elm trees over: 
shadowing a quiet country Jane, he sees 
ranks of bungalows and ‘prim gardens. 
Where he formerly looked across meadows 
to a glimpse of the sea, his eye now is 
arrested by hoardings and garages. The Cork 
man and the Belfast man are acquainted 
with the same phenomenon; but the 
experience of any Irishman. must be but a 
dim reflection of the Londoner's, For the 
lifetime of a generation London has been 
growing and changing at a prodigious 
speed. In the - life-story. of’ William 
Morris one may read how, the’ child was 
rural environment at 
Walthamstow, and would look out, over 
level country, to whére the sails of barges 
went gliding dowm'the river. To-day that 
region is one of the most densely popu- 
lated parts of these islands. A special 
correspondent of The Times gives a 
statistical account of the growth in recent 
years of the London suburbs. In 1891 
the population of Essex was 784,000. In 
1921 it was almost precisely double of 
that total. Part of this increase is due 
to the growth of the seaside resorts, but 
chiefly it is due to the expansion of 
London at its eastern margin. It is

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“Catching Wrecks,” 


In Great Britain, as in Ireland, the 
fishing industry has fallen on difficult 
days. For some time there has been a 
continuous decrease in the number ol men 
and boats; and the Government's concern 
is shown by its decision to take a census 
of fishermen on the last day of the year. 
At least two reasons justify such concern. 
Amoug Great Britain’s industries fishing 
ranks sixth in the number of men whom if 
employs, and these are an essehtial factor 
in schemes of national defence. At the 
outbreak of the Great War the fishing 
fleets furnished forty thousaftd men to the 
Navy and to the patrol services. They 
were relentless foes to the German sub- 
marine, which now, in at least one case, 
is taking a costly, if indirect, revenge. Tf, 
and when, the British Government re- 
solves to help the fishing industry, 
Brixham’s claim will be ameng the 
strongest and most urgent. The plight of 
Brixham is described and explained by the 
Daily Telegraph. Before the War this 
little town, over against . beautiful 
Torquay, was a centre of the traw! fishery 
in England. It had 800 fishermen, 400 
apprentices and 340 vessels; and the 
heads of this prosperous’ community were 
known as “the quay lords.” To-day the 
fishermen hare dwindled to 300, who 
employ less than 100 vessels; and the 
whole body of apprentices has disappeared. 
Not one boy is being trained in the calling 
which his family followed for generations. 
The main cause of the swift decline is a 
legacy of war. Brixham’s boats fish the 
waters where submarine activity and the 
destruction of shipping were intense. 
Trinity Heuse has charted 140 wrecks 
between Portland Bill and the Start... Con- 
stantly the Brixham boats “ catch wrecks,”’ 
with an average destruction of nets and 
gear that is calculated at £60. In effect,

£7,000 a year, Ón the east coast, where

Mr, Pickwick Staged. 


Greatly daring, the Haymarket Theatre, 
London, has staged Mr. Pickwick and 
his ‘immortal satellites. Of course the 
most ample quart in creative Jiterature 
could not be squeezed into the stage’s 
haggin without sad Joss, but, on the whole, 
the Haymarket’s production is described 
as a success. The characters are depicted 
as “ Phiz ’’ saw them once for all. Many 
scenes are ignored; many are telescoped 
into one another; but, sooner or later, 
every familiar face appears—even if only 
in a “‘thinking’’ part., At the George Inn 
and at Dingley Dell the stage version 
contrives to present nearly tlre whole cast 
simultaneously. The spinster aunt elopes ; 
Sam Weller blacks boots and ogles the 
pretty housemaid; Mr. Justice Stareleigh 
presides over the trial for breach of 
promise, and Mr. Pickwick’s ..ndness of 
heart reaches its noble climax in the 
Fleet Prison. The critics agree that Mr. 
Charles Laughton makes an _ excellent 
Pickwick, and they give second—if not, 
indeed, premier—honours to Mr. George 
Curzon, whose Alfred Jingle, alike in 
impudence. and in contrition, seems to be 
We may 
suppose that some old Pickwickians, sur- 
vivors from Victorian times, will regard 
this play as a desecration, and would not 
allow wild borses to drag them to the 
Haymarket Theatre. For them the book 
is PF ctassic, as for some others Jane 
Austen’s novels are classics. Their con- 
eéptions are so deeply rooted that the 
intrusion of another man’s conceptions 
upon them would be a pain and an 
ofience. The younger generation, however, 
have no such qualms. It is good that they 
should spend even three hours with a 
medley of Dickens’s delightful characters. 
It will be better if this taste of his quality 
sends them to the book itself. 


NORTHERN IRELAND'S 
GOVERNOR. 


DUKE OF ABERCORN TAKES 
UP SECOND TERM. 
Yesterday, at the Courthouse, Crumlin 
road, Belfast, the Duke of Abercorn was 
sworn in as Governor of Northern Ireland 
for a second term of six years. The cere- 
mony was attended by the’ Prime Minister 
of ‘Northern Ireland (Viscount Craigavon), 
the members of the Northern Cabinet, 
senators and members of Parliament, judges 
of the High Court, members of the legal 
profession and prominent citizens. 
The Duke of Abercorn, attended by 
Lieutenant-Commander Oscar Henderson, 
Private Secretary; Lieutenant-Colonel J. H. 
McClintock, Major H. D. Harington, Cap 
{fain Martelli and Tieutenant Shillington, 
Aidesa-de-'amp in Waiting, was prompt in his 
attendance at 11 a.m. The guard of honour 
in the courtyard was furnished by the Ist 
Battalion of the Royal Inniskilling Fusihers, 
under the command of Captain T. H. Cock- 
burn Mercer. Immediately on his arrival 
the Duke was greeted by a Royal salute. 
the band of the regiment playing the 

National Anthem. 

After the warrant had been read by the 
Prime Minister. the oath of allegiance and 
the official oath were administered by the 
Lord Chief Justice, after which the Duke 
proceeded, with the Prime Minister, the 
members of the Cabinet of Northern Ire- 
land and the Clerk of the Privy Council, to 
hold a meeting of the Privy Council of, 
Northern Treland. :

CAPTAIN W. A. MATTHEWS. 


Captain William Alfred Matthews, one of 
the best-known yacht masters at Cowes, died 
at that port yesterday, aged 75. He had 
charge of the late Mr. Frank James's auxiliary 
yacht, Lancashive Witch, which forty years 
ago made many voyages for the purpose of 
exploration and big game hunting, including 
some to the Arctic. On one trip to West 
Africa Mr. James was killed by an elephant 
on his thirty-fourth birthday, April 26, 1899, 
and bis body was recovered with great difii- 
culty and conveyed home from the French 
Congo in the yacht for mmterment at Kensal 
Rise Cemetery. Captain Matthews afterwards 
commandéd Sir Thomas Lipton’s steam yacht 
Erin, which towed his three unsuccessful 
Shamrock challengers across the Atlantic for 
the America Cup races. For many years, in- 
cluding the war period, Captain Matthews 
hdd charge of the trials of destroyers and 
other craft built by Messrs. John Samue! 
White and Company. He served fifteen 
vears on the Cowes District Council and was 
Chairman in 1913. Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
secretary stated last night that ne one could 
speak more highly of Captain Matthews than 
Sir Thomas. “Not cnly was Captain Matthews 
a tip-top skipper aid a first-class man in 
every way, but to. Siv Thomas he was also a 
very dear friend. 
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LADY HAIG TO VISIT 
IRELAND.

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ALLEGED CUSTOMS DELAYS, 


In our issue of Saturday last it was stated 
that ‘‘ because of one halipenny the Customs 
officers at the North Wall, Dublin,- held up 
for a week a parcel ot valuable goods con- 
signed frem Lendoun to a Dublin merchant.” 
This statement was hased on information 
which, on further investigation, was found 
ta be inaccurate so far as the Customs officers 
are concerned. The tacts are that the zoods 
were not “‘entered’’ with the Customs for 
““elearance ” until December 13tb, and were 
actually “ cleared " on the following morn- 
ing. So far as the Customs officials are con- 
cerned there was no avoidable delav. 

The goods arrived at the port on December 
7th, but ewing to the omission from the 
invoice of the tate of discount the invoice 
was returned to London by the merchants’ 
Customs’ agents for correction. In the cor- 
rected invoice it was found that there was 
a discrepancy of 4d., which represented a tax 
of about Ad.

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“I am brought, though very reluct 
antly, to the conclusion that one must 
look to disestablishment for the final 
solution of our problem. Intolerable as 
the prospect cannot but be, and formid. 
able as the,Joss of property incidental te 
disestablishment certainly will be, I think 
we ought not to allow considerations ot 
material advantage to weigh the scale 
against our spiritual franchise.”’ 

So spoke the Bishop ef Durham when 
addressing clergy in Durham Cathedral 
yesterday. 

The relations of the Church of England 
and Parliament, he said. had reached a 
deadiock. In rejecting the Prayer-book 
measure, which dealt directly with spiri 


tual issues, the House of Commons. 
acting within its legal rights. demon- 


strated that the Church of England was 
in bondage to the State and could not so 
much as determine the order of its own 
Holy Communion Service without the 
permission of Parliament. 

“This is the position, which the Areh- 
bishop of York described very justly as, 
in the strict and proper sense of the word, 
‘intolerable,’ and which the Archbishop 
of Canterbury says must be changed. Is 
it really possible so to amend the present 
system as to secure for the Church of 
England the indispensable boon of genuine 
spiritual liberty? I should be lacking in 
candour if I did not say plainly that | 
do not think the answer can be ultimately 
in the affirmative. The establishment has 
become an anomaly. It has ceased to 
function tolerably. 
‘‘ Every anomaly carries the seeds of 
death, for it exists on sufferance, and 
once challenged must needs fall. When 
the nation was bound to the profession of 
Christianity, and Government, local and 
central, was reserved to Chirchmen. the 
establishment, though lending itself to 
astonishing abuses, did not lack effective 
justification. But now, when the mass 
of the people lies outside membership of 
Christian society in any of its organised 


sections. and no religious conditions 
whatever attach to its cure, the right of 
establishment is incapable of defence. 


An anomaly which has ceased to work 
well becomes intolerable, both to the 
reason of the citizen and fo the cénscience 
of the Churchman.”’

ART TREASURES STOLEN 
IN MOSCOW. 
KeutTer’s COoRRESPONUED .. 
MOSCOW, Monday. 
Art treasures described as unique have 
been stolen from the Moscow Historical 
Museum. Among the missing objects are 
a carved golden im a gold ring and 
a pair of earrings dating from the period 
of the Tartar Golden Horde in the four- 
teenth century.. 
[ Note.—The Golden Horde was a body 
of Tartars who invaded Europe in the 
thirteenth century. Led by Batu, a grand- 
son of Jenghis Khan, they crossed Russia 
into Hungary about 1237. In 1241 their 
invasion was checked and they settled on 
the Volga, and, under Batu’s son, the 
was consolidated.

The great feature of the question hour 
in the House of Commons tvu-day was the 
statement by the Prime Minister concern- 
ing the measures to deal with the unem- 
ployment emergency in distressed areas, 
and during a discussion Mr. Baldwin 
added that the necessary estimate for the 
money would be introduced at the earliest 
possible moment, and that there could be 
a general debate on Thursday. 

Mr. Baldwin, by way of preface to his 
statement, pointed out that, apart from 
the heavy cost of the normal social services, 
special provision made by the Exchequer 
for the relief of the unemployed in general, 
and for the distressed areas in particular, 
had amounted in the current financial vear 
to £1.700,000 over and abeve the Budget 
estimate Contingent assistance on the 
same lines contemplated for next rear 
would invelve an expenditure of four and 
a quarter millions, 

£100,000. 

The primary object of the Government's 
policy was, and must remain, to previde 
for the transference and emigration of 
unempleved workers. For this purpose 
two millions was being provided in the 
current financial vear, and the expen it- 
ture for 1929 for the same purpose was 


estimated at three millions. The two main 
difficulties: to be encountered were the 
inability of men to Jeave their homes 


unless special assistance was forthcoming. 
and the danger of losing their phvsical 
fitness if they were long unemployed 

To meet the first difficulty the Govern- 
ment proposed to ask Parliament to 
approve an immediate grant of £100.000 
for the purpose of removing and establish- 
ing families. As to the second difficulty, 
ther had given instructions for an 
immediate examination of the possibility 
of dovising @ scheme which would enable 
ocenpational trainine to be given which 
would fit the men for empleyment else- 
where. 

MORE MEALS. 

In regard to the distressed areas, the 
Government had ‘come to the conclusion 
that assistance could best be given through 
a Tord Mavor’s fund. They had. there- 
fore, consulted the Lord Mayor. who had 
agreed to enlarge the scope of his fund 
so as to include the provision of meals 
both for adults and children. 

These arrangements were supplemen- 
tary to, and not in replacement of, the 
existing public services. The Govern- 
ment proposed to ask Parliament for 
authority to grant to the fund £1 for 
every £1 voluntarily subscribed, and, as 
an immediate step, to give £150,000 to 
the fund as the equivalent of the money 
already subscribed to it. 

Mr. Adamson was anxious 
whether Scotland would get its proper 
share of the money allocated by the 
Government, whilst Lord Henry Caven- 
dish Bentinck put in a word for areas in 
Lanes, Yorkshire and Northumberland.

For the petitioner, Mr. John Delahunt, a 
butcher’s assistant, of Rathnew, Co. Wicklow, 
it was submitted that the questions involved 
were of great magnitude and 
since they affected the hearing of practicall) 
all disputed claims for compensation under 
the At in the Irish Free State and in 
Northern Treland.

Campbell was counsel for the petitioner, and 
the respondent, Mr. James Moody, butcher, 
of Fitzwilham square, Wicklow, was repre- 
sented by Mr. Frank Fitzgibbon, R.C; Mr. 
Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Frank Moody 

Delahunt, the petition stated, applied fu 
compensation under the Workmen's Compen- 
sation Act, in respect of an injury which, he 
alleged, was received while working foi 
Moody. ‘The application was heard hy 
Cirenit Judge Doyie, who refused an adjoura 
ment asked for because of the absence abroad 
Mr. Delahunt’s essential wit- 
dismissed’ the application for 
compensation “without  prejudice.’’ Mr. 
“Delahunt made a second application for 
compensation, and it was then contended for 
respondent that the Circuit Judge's first orde 
“was final and conclusive, and was, in fact, a 
refusal of compensation. 

The Circuit Judge decided that he had 
power to re-hear the case, and awarded Mr. 
© Delahunt 35s. a week during total incapacity. 
Moody appealed to the High Court, which 
upheld the decision of the Circuit Judge, but 
gave him special leave’ to appeal to the 
Supreme Court, because an important ques 
tion of law was involved. The Supreme 
Court, after three days hearing, by a 
majority, allowed the appeal, and reversed 
the order of the High Court and the award 
of the Circuit Judge for compensation. 

QUESTIONS AT ISSUE. 

The substantial questions at issue, Mr. 
Campbell explained, were—(1) Whether an 
order of the Circuit Judge, which in its form 
and in its intention purported to enable the 
petitioner to renew an application for com 
pensation under the Act to the Ciremt Judge 
could be relied upon by the respondent: as a 
bar to the petitioner bringing. any new 
application thereunder ; (2) whether such order 
bearing on its words indicating that 
a further application might be made to 
the Circuit Judge could operate against the 
petitioner by way of estoppel of any such 
further application; (3) whether an order of 
the Circuit Judge, which expressly enabled 
and invited further proceedings by the 

etitioner before him, could be regarded as 
Fnal and conclusive and a barrier to all 
further proceedings; (4) whether the Circuit 
Judge lal power—a fatality without any

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The Christmas rush is at its “height. in 
Dublin just now, and, notwithstanding the 
fact that some commodities show a slight 
increase on last year’s price, the shops are 
busy everywhere. 

The increase in price is mostly noticeable 
where foodstuffs are concerned. 

Hams are 2d. in the lb. dearer, and beef 
and spiced beef are expected to rise in price 
before the end of the week. 

Turkeys are likely to run to about 1s. 8d, 
per lb., while such widely separated com- 
modities as celery and preserved fruits are 
dearer than last ‘year. ! 

There is, on the other hand, a downward 
tendency as far as apples, nuts, dates and 
prunes are concerned. 

Apples are 4s. less per case than last year 
and prunes are 2d. cheaper per lb. Eggs, 
too, are slightly cheaper, the best being 
3s. 4d. and 3s. 2d. per dozen, with 3s. 6d. 
last year. 

Wine merchants are selling moderately- 
priced wines in larger quantities this year, 
whereas last year purchasers favoured more 
expensive brands. 
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-JHI MEANING OF THE 
LITTLE THEATRE. 
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ADDRESS BY MR. HILTON 


EDWARDS. 

Mr. Hilton Edwards, of the Gate Theatre 
Studio, Dublin, was the principal guest of the 
Dublin Rotary A’lub yesterday in Clery’s 
Restaurant, where he spoke of the Little 
Theatre movement in Dublin. 

The Little Theatre, he said, was an experi. 
ment in which those concerned with it took 
a certain risk which-the large commercia! 
theatres could not ‘afford to take. In the 
large theatres managers were careful to bring 
forward plays which they hoped would be a 
success financially, while at the same time 
giving pleasure to their audiences, In that 
line of business the Little Theatre was upt to 
be. overlooked, although its mission and its 
work was of great importance. 

The Little Theatre must always remain a 
little theatre if it was to fulfil its functions. 
There was no organisation behind it, but its 
value was that one could produce plays in 
it for little cost, with. the minimum of labour 
and the maximum of brains. In the Little 
Theatre one must hot be afraid to make mis. 
takes. If one wanted progress in art it could 
be promoted in the Little Th€atre in a way 
which the larger theatre could not afford to 
adopt. Art in this connection was, he said. 
essentially a craft, which was as important 
as art. 

It would be a tragedy if the Little Theatre 
became a financial success; for the moment it 
was such a success it would attract so many 
members that an extension of premises would 
be looked for, and it would assume the pro 
portions of the larger theatres, and if they 
met with failure in any of their stage experi- 
ments, the loss would be serious. 


THE BANE OF SUCCESS. 

If the-Little Theatre were to exist, 
not be too great a success financially. The 
only hope for it was that it should 
depend on service to those connected with it. 
Other theatres might lose their reputations, 
but the. essential thing was that the Little 
Theatre should not have a reputation to lose. 
The essential thing was that it should be 
allowed to go on experimenting with playe. 

The members were not asked to do any- 
thing but to he interested in the theatre, 
and to cultivate it with interest. It was not 
a place where one fears that he is going to be 
educated. The Little Theatre was associated 
with Rotary Clubs in England and Wales. 
The value of the Little Theatre movement 
was that it enabled people to exchange ideas 
with other countries. It should have the 
effect of broadening understanding and 
deepening sympathy—the only thing that 
tends towards true and perfect service. 

Mr. William Findlater. moved a vote of 
thanks to Mr, Edwards. 

The Rev. J. Fitzgibbon, seconding, ex- 
pressed appreciation of the address, and said 
that it would be a great pity if the Little 
Theatre did not get the. support it deserves 
for the advancement of aut. 

Mr. F. H: O'Donnell said that Mr. 
Edwards deserved support “in the ‘effort he 
was making. The finest stage production 
that he had seen in Dublin was ‘ Peer 
Gynt,” which was played in the Little 
Theatre. 

Mr. Herbert Bailey said that his attitude 
towards the Little Theatre had been changed 
by what he had heard from Mr, Edwards, 
and he intended to support it.

From Qur PARLIAMENTARY 

CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday. 
Sir W. Davison, in the House of 
Commons to-day, asked the Secretary of 
State for Dominion Affairs if he would 
state the number of claims of the Southern 
Irish loyalists in respect of loss and 
damage to person and property which 
had still to be disposed of by the 
Irish Grants Committee; when it 
was expected that the hearing of these 
claims would be completed; whether the 
outstanding balance’ stil] due to those who 
had already had their claims heard and 
settled could now be paid; and, if not, 
when was it expected that this balance 
would be paid. 

Mr. Amery said—With regard to the 
first two parts of my hon. friend’s ques- 
tion T would refer to the reply which I 
gaye to the hon. member for Chelmsford 
on the 12th November. Since that date 
120 further cases have been dealt with by 
the Irish Grants Committee. 

As regards the Jast two parts of the 
question, it will be recalled that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer stated on the 
20th February last that a sum not ex- 
ceeding £1,000,000 would be held available 
as required in satisfaction of these claims ; 
that all awards up to £1,000 would be 
at once. paid in full; that of the excess 
over that figure 60 per cent. would be 
advanced immediately; that the residue 
would be applied to the recommendations 
at the close of the inquiry so far as they 
had not already been implemented; and 
that this decision must be taken as final 
so far as His Majesty’s present advisers 
are concerned. It has now become clear 
that payment on the above scale—that is, 
payment in full of all awards up to £1,000 
and 60 per cent. of the excess over that 
figure—will involve the expenditure of at 
least the sum of £1,000,000 which was 
allocated, and in these circumstances no 
payments in addition to those on the scale 
now authorised can be made. I may add 
that under the operation of the authorised 
scale 82 per cent. of the recommendations 
so far made by the committee have been 
paid in full. In the case of the remain- 
ing recommendations, two-thirds of the 
claimants, or another 12 per cent, of the 
whole, have been paid amounts varying 
from 75 to 99 per cent. of the full amount 
recommended. 


THE PERCENTAGES. 

Sir W. Davison—Do we understand that 
the British Government are declining to 
be responsible for 40 per cent. of the 
damages which these unfortunate people 
have been held to be entitled to by a Com- 
mission specially appointed with the 
authority of the Government? 

Mr. ..mery—No, sir. My hon. friend 
is not quite correct in his figures. The 
payment with respect to these claims was 
not 60 per cent. of the whole amount, but 
the whole of the awards up to £1,000 and 
60 per cent. of the remainder. As I have 
pointed out, that means payment in full 
of 82 per cent. of the claims and from 75 
to 99 per cent. of the full payment of 
another 12 per cent. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas (Lab., Derby)—TIs 
it not true that there is a difference of 
over 50 per cent. being claimed? 

Mr. Amery—In any case, that and 
more. 

Major Crawford (L., Walthamstow, 
W.)—What. is the reason of the applica- 
tion of the*epithet “ loyalist ’’ to one, 
section of H:M. subjects in Ireland? 

Lieutenant - Commander Kenworthy

BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S 
RESPONSIBILITY. 
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From Our PARLIAMENTAnY 
CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday. 

In the House of Commons to-day Sir 
W. Davison (Conservative, Kensington) 
asked the Secretary of State for Dominion 
Affairs if he could inform the House as 
to whether Messrs, Wigg and Cochrane, 
the appellants, who won their case before 
the Privy Council in May, 1927, had now 
been paid the compensation awarded to 
them ; and, if not, what action the British 
Government was taking to secure the pay- 
ments to which these former servants had 
been held to be entitled under Article 10 
of the Irish Treaty. 

Sir W. Davison also asked the Secretary 
of State for Dominion Affairs whether he 
was aware that some hundreds of ex- 
British civil servants transferred from the 
British Civil Service to the Irish Free 
State Civil Service had submitted applica- 
tions for retirement under Article 10 of 
the Irish Treaty, in many cases several 
years ago, and that such applications were 
still undealt with; and what action the 
British Government was taking to secure 
the observance of Article 10 of the Irish 
Treaty in this respect. 

Mr. Amery referred to his reply of 
November 26th, to which he was not at 
present in a position to add anything. 

Sir W. Davison—Can the right hon. 
gentleman say whether the British 
Government still recognised their responsi- 
bility for seeing that these ex-servants of 
the British Crown shall receive their 
rights to which they have been held to 
be entitled ? 

Mr. Amery—Oh, yes; the British 
Government still recognises fully .their 
responsibility in this matter, but I am 
not yet in a position to give a full answer 
to, my hon. friend. 

Sir W. Davison—Can the right hon. 
gentleman say approximately when he will 
be able to do so? These unfortunate ple 
have been twice held by the Privy Council 
to be entitled for more than two years 
and money for a longer period. 

Mr. Amety—Naturally, I should like to 
make a full statement, and I hope to do 
so as soon as we meet again.

STEAMER. 


BRITISH LINER’S FINE 
RESCUE WORK. 
a 


I have never taken part in a rescue in 
such trying circumstances, so said Quarter- 
master Owen, of the Harrison liner Hunts- 
man, which on Sunday brought off the crew 
of the Spanish steamer, Delfina (three 
thousand tons), which was wrecked on the 
Skerries Rocks, off Anglesey, and was 
abandoned in a sinking condition. . 

Describing his experiences at Liverpool 
yesterday, the quartermaster said: “ We re- 
ceived an S.O.S. message that the Delfina was 
sinking at eight o’clock yesterday morning. 
We reached her at 9.30, and the wind was 
sag strong and the seas so heavy that we 
could never get closer than fifty yards to the 
Delfina, which had drifted some eight or nine 
miles from the rocks. One of the Delfina’s 
lifeboats brought off seventeen of the crew, 
including the chief officer, and a large 
Alsatian dog. 

MANY VOLUNTEERS. 

The quartermaster stated that when the 
captain of the Huntsman asked for volunteers 
to bring off the remainder of the Delfina’s 
crew there was a prompt response on thie 
part of the Huntsman’s crew and the chief 
officer of the Delfina, and the Delfina’s life- 
boat was manned. ‘‘ We went back to the 
sinking ship,” added Quartermaster Owen, 
‘fand brought off the remainder, including a 
fifteen year old cabin boy. When we almost 
got alongside the Delfina we were in danger 
of being washed up to her deck. There was 
then twenty feet of water in the forepart of 
the Delfina. She was on her beam ends, 
and looked like going down bows first. 

“We were about six hours in making the 
rescues. We left at about two o'clock in the 
afternoon. The derelict steamer was then 
about nine miles from The Skerries, driftiny 
towards the Isle of Man. We were all filled 
with admiration for the way in which our 
captain maneuvred the ship to the leeward 
of the sinking vessel. Several times we were 
in danger of crashing into her. We thought 
our lifeboats would have capsized. It was 
most difficult work getting the Spanish sailors 
on board; but we succeeded in bringing them 
all off without any loss of life and getting 
back to our ship safely.’”’

CAPTAIN'S STATEMENT. 

The captain of the Delfina states that his 
ship, which left Eastham on Friday, was 
light of draught, and was going to Swansea 
to take in a cargo of coal for Italian ports. 
Her lightness, he said, made her an easy 
prey to the strong seas and heavy winds. 
She was washed on to The Skerries at about 
five oclock in the morning, and so badly holed 
in the forepart that her first and second 
holds immediately filled with water. 

“We got the pumps to work, but these 
became choked. We were in a sinking condi- 
tion win the Huntsman arrived.”’ 

The slsatian dog was @ great favourite of 
the crew, and when he saw his master and 
other members of the crew leaving the Hunts- 
man in the Toxteth Dock, Liverpool, he 
howled piteously, and tried to break away 
from his chain.

HAMMOND 201 NOT OUT.

SYDN#Y, Monday. 

There was some fine fighting cricket to-day 
in the Test match, the outstanding feature 
of which was a magnificent batting display 
by Hammond, who scored his second double 
century of the tour. 

Compared with English standards, his 
batting was slow, but throughout his long 
stay he did not take the slightest risk, his 
defence and footwork being superb, while his 
scoring strokes on the offside were brilliant. 

Probably the fact that Jardine was run out 
when called for an unnecessary short run 
dictated Hammond’s policy, which events 
proved to be right. e found very useful 
partners in Hendren and Larwood, the latter 
restraining himself in order that the Glouces- 
ter player might have a chance to get his 
second century before the close of play. 

Hammond and Hendren put on 145 for the 
fourth wicket, thus getting within six runs 
of the English Test record against /.ustralis 
for that wicket made “by C. B Fry and F. 
S. Jackson at Kennington Oval. in 1905. 
Hendren was well set and appeared certain 
to reach his century when, with his score at 
74, he changed his mind in the middle of a 
stroke and was easily dismissed. 

Hammond baited six hours and thirty-five 
minutes for 201 not out, which included 
twenty-four fours, and his partnership with 
Larwood for the sixth wicket yielded 79 in an 
hour and twenty-one minutes. 

The Australians bore their long outing 
splendidly. Their bowling, if not particu- 
larly deadly, was always remarkably steady, 
while their fielding wis up to the best stan- 
dard, thanks to the keynote struck by Victor 
Richardson, who must have saved over fifty 
runs by his keen work. The good length 
howling probably accounted in some degree 
for Hammond’s restraint. Blackie, morv 
especially in his second and third spells, 
bowled finely, varying the pace of his off- 
spinners skilfully, while his concealed “' leg 
theory ” trap was clever, if unsuccessful. 


32,000 WATCH THE PLAY. 

There was again a very large attendance, 
the official figures for to-day being 52,016 
and the takings £5,247. Rain fell on Satur- 
day night and on Sunday. It was possible 
to insert a finger for at least an inch into 
the soft earth, but under the influence of a 
hot sun the wicket this mornmg was as hard 
as a board.

Seeing that Richardson had 
moved from silly point Blackie followed up 
uickly, and smartly gathering the ball threw 

ea the wicket before Jardine could gain 
the crease. Jardine, who batted in his usual 
strictly correct and restrained style, was at 
the wicket an hour and thirty-four minutes 
for 28. 
The third wicket went down at 148, and 
with Hendren as partner Hammond continued 
to bat splendidly, keeping a watchful eye on 
the good length balls, and driving any loose 
one that came along with great power. 
Hendren began confidently, and soon scored 
a couple of boundaries off Blackie with a 
fine on-drive and a clever hook. lronmonger, 
although bowling with great steadiness, did 
not look likely to get a wicket, and at 166 
he was taken off in favour of Nothling, while 
Grimmett reappeared at Blackie’s end at 
187. 

Hammond immediately got the googly 
bowler away with a brilliant cut. Batting 
splendidly the same pair were together at 
the luncheon interval with the total at 193- 
Hammond (86) and Hendren (27). 

During the interval the attendance steadily 
increased, and at the resumption the ground 
presented a remarkable spectacle, the stands 
and the famous “‘hill’’ again being packed. 
The ladies’ enclosure was not so well filled 
as on Saturday, but the bright colours of the 
dresses lent a touch of gaiety to the scene. 


THE SECOND HUNDRED.

gentiy for singles, aud at others they sent 
it to the boundary with tremendous drives, 
which were always kept low. lronmonger, 
finding that his round-the-wicket tactics were 
meeting with no success, soon began to bowi 
in the orthodox way again. Biackie came 
on for his second spell at 284, and six runs 
later Ryder put himseif on im piace of Íron- 
monger. At 293 Hendren put up a ball from 
Blackie tamely to silly mia-on, where it was 
easily held by Richardson. 

The Middlesex man, who scored most of his 
runs on the off-side, gave a spirited exhibition 
of hard hitting, his chief strokes being eight 
fours. Hammond, who had scored 1556, was 
next joined by Chapman, and the third 
century went up in five hours and twenty-two 
minutes. The English captain did not time 
the ball at all well at the start, but after 
batting twenty minutes ke sent a delivery 
from Blackie over the square-leg boundary 
with a terrific shot for six. Hammond was 
now much quieter, and, in playing a delivery 
from Ryder when he had made 148, he caught 
his foot in the bottom of his pad and lurched 
forward. The ball was returned wide to 
Ryder, who slipped down in trying to make 
a right-handed catch. Crimmett replaced 
Ryder at 317, and just before tea Chapman 
brought off another brilliant six shot off 
Blackie. At the interval the total stood at 
327 for 4--Hammond 150, Chapman 17. 

On resuming, Hendry and Blackie con- 
ducted the attack, and after fourteen runs 
had been added Chapman, in attempting a 
big hit to leg off the Victorian bowler, skied 
the ball. Ryder ran back several yards and 
made a brilliant overhead catch, the crowd 
cheering him. Larwood followed in, and at 
341 Ironmonger displaced Hendry. The new- 
comer, playing well within himself and taking 
no risks, scored slowly, while Hammond made 
several stylish strokes on the off side. 
Nothling bowled vice Ironmonger at 368, but 
gave way to Blackie at 375. 

Despite these changes the total continued 
to advance steadily. Hammond, with his 
score at 185, walked out of his crease for two 
or three yards to play a delivery from Blackie 
and missed it completely. The ball struck 
his pad and was deflected wide of Oldfield, 
who otherwise would have had a chance of 
stumping him, 

Nothling took the ball from Grimmett at 
577, and shortly afterwards Hammond met 
with an ovation on passing the previous 
second highest English score in a Test Match 
against Australia—Hobbs’s 187 made at 
Adelaide in_the 1911-1912 tour. The record 
score for a Test Match is R. E. Foster’s 287 
at Sydney in 1903. 

Hendry bowled for Nothling at 399, and 
after the 400 had been sicnalled in seven 
hours and eight minutes Kippax made his 
appearance at Blackie’s end. There was a 
tremendous burst of applause when Hammond 
completed his 200 in six hours and twenty- 
two minutes, and. amid the cheering. Ryder 
and Richardson walked over and shook hands 
with him heartily. 

Ironmonger was tried again at 417, but 
nothing resulted. and at the close of play 
the total was 420 for 5—Hammond 201, 
Larwood 531.

THE COST OF BUILDING. 


TO THUR EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sin,—With reference to the letter fron 
Mr. Ernest Thompson, it is high time that 
the causes of the present exorbitant cost oí 
buildings should be thoroughly investigated 
coram populo, and the blame put on the 
proper shoulders. One can purchase any 
ordinary articles. such as food, clothing, 
railway tickets, motor cars, etc., for about 
twice the prices paid for ‘the corresponding 
articles in 1914. In many cases the pricy 
is considerably less than double the pre war 
price, since the official cost of living figure 
is only about ie the pre-war figure. ¥ et, 
if you are wealthy enough to build or par. 
chase a house at the present time, you have 
to pay about three and a half times the 
price that you would have had to pay for 
exactly the same house in 1914. 

Why this should be so passes my compre 
hension. Houses, like all smaller articles. are 
produced by labour from material which are 
themselves manufactured out of raw materials 
or are found naturally in the ground. No 
one has suggested that there is any scarcity 
of stone, lime, etc., or that labour is not so 
plentiful as it was im 1914. If you make 
discreet inquiries into the matter, the builders 
throw the blame on the ‘ca’ canny” policy 
of labour, and labour throws the blame- on 
the builders’ exorbitant profits and '' rings ” 
controlling the price of manufactured build. 
ing materials. in the meantime the ordinary 
man has to pay £1,000, or even more, for a 
wretchedly cramped little bungalow or house, 
which could have been bought for £200 or 
£300 in pre-war days—in spite of a Govern- 
ment subsidy of £70 to £100 per house. in 
consequence, the country 1s being covered 
with these little vottages, in some of the 
bedrooms of which a tall man can only lie 
down in one direction. All the time the 
needs of town and country for modern san) 
tary dwellings are crying out, and people are 
paying monstrous rents for tumble-d 
jerry-built old houses and hovelis. 

Why should the building trade be in ¢! 
privileged position, both employers 
workers? Does the “law of supply and 
demand ’’ justify a labourer’s doing one-third 
of a day’s work for a full days wages, or 
the making of undue profits by builders and 
manufacturers? The sooner the whole ques 
tion 1s thoroughly ventilated in an impartial 
public inquiry, the better. If some he

NORTHERN CLERGYMAN 
102 TO-DAY. 

The Rev. Hugh M'‘Intyre Butler, ‘ the 
grand old man cf the Irish Presbyterian 
Church,” celebrates his 102nd birthday to- 
day. 
Besides being senior minister of Magilligan 
Presbyterian Church, County Derry, in which 
he has completed 77 years of service, he 1s 
also the “' father ” of the Genera! Assembly 

The minister was born at Randalstown on 
15th December, 1826, and in early beyhood 
went to live at Magilligan, there, afterwards. 
to minister with such success. 

He was ordained as minister of the 


| Presbyterian Church in Ireland, and ap 


pointed to the oversight of the Magilligan 
congregation on 16th cember, 1851. 

The Rev. Mr. Butler, who is still the 
senior minister at Magilligan Church, was 
a son of Mr. Thomas Butler, an elder in 
First Randallstown Church. He studied in 
the old Belfast College in the session 1845-44. 
and distinguished himself in philosophy and 
the classics, gaining many prizes for his 
work in these departments of study. 


THE MODERATOR’S VISIT. 


Yesterday Mr. Butler received a visit from 
the Moderator of the General Assembly, the 
Right Rev. T. A. Smyth, who conveyed to 
him a message of hearty congratulations from 
the Governor of Northern Ireland on his 
birthday, and an expression of hope that he 
may be given health ard strength to enjoy 
the remainder of his life. The Moderator also 
conveyed to Mr. Butler the a of the 
Church and the good wishes of all its 
members, and on their behalf presented him 
with a framed photograph of himself with the 
Moderator and the Clerk of the Assembly 
(Rev. Dr. Lowe). 

The Moderator also informed him that the 
Governor in a message had stated that he 
felt sure that had His Majesty the King 
heen well he would. also have sent him a 
message of congratulation. 

The Rev: Mr. Butler, in reply, said that 
he was-constantly thinking about and praying 
for “he King, and he asked the Moderator tc 
send a message to His Majesty in his name 
He was rejoiced to know that His Majesty 
was improving in health. He desire’ to 
thank the Moderator for conveying to him 
the d wishes of the Church which he 
loved, and which he had been honoured to 
serve for niany years. 

The Moderator assured Mr. Butler that he 


would send the message of sympathy for him 
to the King. 


DOG FANCIER’S SUICIDE,

DEPRESSED BY LACK OF 
SUCCESS. 

Failure to take prizes with some animals 
that he had exhibited at the Birmingham 
Dog Show was mentioned as among the de- 
pressing circumstances which preceded the 
suicide of Charles Arthur Jeffries (thirty- 
eight), on whom the Birmingham Coroner 
held an inquest yesterday. Jeffries was found 
dead in his bedroom, which was full of gas, 
and in the room there were also the bodies of 
a bitch, five puppies, and a cat. 

A woman who did the cleaning at the 
house said that Jeffries told her that on ac- 
count of his being out of work for a year, 
and having had a bad time with his dogs, he 
was broken-hearted. 

‘The Coroner, Dr. W. H. Davison, record- 
ing a verdict of ‘‘ suicide while of unsound 
mind,” said that letters left by Jeffries 
showed that he intended to take his life. It 
seemed undesirable, the Coroner added, that 
a man living in lodgings should be permitted 
to keep animals under conditions shown in 
that case. 


DEATH DUE TO OVERWORK. 


The death occurred on Sunday of Mr. 
Joseph Sinott, Lower Newtown, Waterford, 
one of the largest poultry merchants in the 
city. Mr. Sinott, who was only 45 years of 
age, recently opened a well-equipped business 
premises at Michael street, and had been 
working very hard for some time past. On 
Sunday morning he was found dead in bed. 

Some weeks ago he was elected a member 
of the Waterferd Board of Fishery Con- 
servators. At an inquest on Monday Dr, 
Denis. Kennedy, Coroner, returned a ver- 
dict. of death from heart failure, due to 
continuous overwork.
